A Yukon Bonanza. 
A new gold discovery, regarded as 


one of the best since the days of the 


Klondike discovery in 1898 was made 


here last week, about seventy miles 


from the mouth of Sixtymile River, 


about $1 to the square foot of bed- 
rock, Some two hundred men have 
already gone from here on a stam: 
pede to stake claims, notwithstand- 
Ing a temperature of 30 degrees be- 
tow zero and snow on the ground fit- 
teen inches. deep. A very. reliable 

, Wao eas veen eigaged id min- 
here since the gold rush in 1908, 
was the discoverer. He reports the 
formations in sinking a shaft 19 1-2 
fect to bedrock as follows: Six inch- 
es of muck; 6 feet of gravel contain-, 
ing god. 3 cents to the pan; 6 feet} 
of muck and 7. feet of gravel to bed- 
rock where the gold is found. In 
cleaning up the surface of the bed- 
rock a space of 5 by 8 feet, he ob- 
tained $40 worth of high grade gold, 
as shown by the gold commissioner's 
scales here. He reports the valley in 
which the discovery was made to be 
20 miles long and 2,000 feet wide, with 
good working gravel quite similar to 
that of the famous Bonanza Creek of 
the Klondike, and frozen solid from 
the surface to bedrock, making a safe 
roof for mining. 


This gold is quite similar to that 
found in other localities here and in 
the same formation of gravel. Should 
the rést of the va'‘ley prove one fourth 
as good as the discovery claim is re- 
presented to be, many more millions 
of dollars in gold will be added to the 
one hundred and fifty-odd millions the 
hee Territory has already produc- 
ed,

Bullet Proof Shield. 

Lieut. Bisbini of the Thirty-second 
Infantry, who is now at Tripoli, has} 
invented. a bullet proof shield which 
can be put to different uses with 
great ativantage. The shield consists 
of a light plate of tempered steel 12 
inches wide and 16 inches long, shap- 
ed like a spade. When fitted’ to one 
of the tent poles the shield can serve | 
the purpose of a spade for digging 
trenches in the sand. In skirmish- 
ing so‘diers can use it to take cover 
by lying on the ground and firing 
from behind the shield through the 
hole, which is large enough to admit 
the barrel of the rifle. The shield can 
also be used when soldiers fire kneel 
ing, and in bayonet charges it can be 
strapped ove: the left arm and serve 
the purpose of a regular shield. On 
the march the shield, which is very 
light ts hung over the knapsack. The! 
Bisbini shield has been experimented | 
with successfully and found bullet | 
proof at 100 yards, so that very pro- 
bably it will be adopted as an essen- 
tial part cf the equipment of infantry 
soldiers.

Strikes During February. 
The strike situation in Canada con: 
tinues on the whole favourab‘e ac: 
cording to the latest reports of the 
Department of Labour.. Few disputes 
of importance occurred during Febru- 
ary, the one affecting most employees 
being that of the cloak and garment 
workers in the employ of T, Eaton 
Company, Tcronto and Montreal, 
About 600 employees were affected by 
this dispute, Altogether there were 
twelve strikes in existence during 
February affecting about 50 firms and 
1,200 employees. The loss of time 
in working days was approximately 
10,000, compare” with 12,000 days lost 
from the same cause during January, 
and over 32,000 days lost in February, 
1911, Eight strikes remained in ex- 
istence at the close of the month.

Prof. W. J. Elliott, supperinten- 
}dent of the Strathinore C/P.R. De- 
monstration farm writes the ap- 
pended to the Call: 

' It will be remembered that the 
C.P.R. are offering the’ following 
handsome cash prizes for the best 
10 acre stand of alfalfa seeded in the 
spring 1912: The prizes are as fol- 
lows: first prize $250, second prize 
$200, third prize $150, fourth prize 
$100, fifth prize 850. This eom- 
petition was announced last year, 
and something like 159 farmers 
have: signified their intention of 
pli unting 10 acres and competing for 
It was also announced 
hy the C.P.R. that they would se- 
cure the very best seed obtainable, 
and would receive and distribute 
same free of charge to those compet- 
ing. 

The waar has now arrived at the 
Demonstration Farm, and it has 
occured to us that many «farmers 
would like to receive shipment of 
same before the spring work com- 
Mnences. If there are those who de- 
sire this, we should be pleased to 
know as we could send out the seed 
jut ‘ny time. 

The alfalfa seed is costing the 
company 2te. laid down in Strath- 
tore, but realizing the scarcity of 
cash this yeur, they have put the 
prt the price down to 1c. per Ib. 
However, this reduved price must 
be cash, and in all cases cash must 
accomspany the order for seed 

We shall be pleased to receive or- 
dere at any time for seed, and shall 
have it shipped as promptly as pos- 
sible. 

It will aleo be remembered that 
the C.P.R. Demonstration Farm, 
Strathmore, is intending to plow up 
an acre of their Alfalfa, which has 
been growing successfully, for inocu. 
lating purposes and distribute it to 
the various ditehrider’s camps, 
from which point the farmers will 
be able to obtain same. 

Will all those who made applica- 
tion for seed last fall, kindly send a 
posteard or note to W. J. Elliott. 
with reference to the amount of soil 
for inoculating puyposes which they 
will require. We gould recommend 
from 200 to 300 Ibs. per acre. The 
judging will take place later on in 
the season, and will likely be done 
hy experts in UneMandling of alfalfa. 
From time to time we intend to 
pwhlish short articles dealing with 
the seeding and caring of alfalfa 
during the first year.

offer communicated to him, only how- 
ever to be received with scorn. Later 
he was told that, he had been appoint- 
ed assistant of the home without sal- 
ary, a position (?) which he occupied 
for 20 long years, and he died inno- 
cent of the deception and rejoicing in 
the belief that he had finished his 
days without becoming an object of 
charity, Cases such ‘as this should } 
be startling enough to awaken the} 
most indifferent to a realization of 
the terrible condition of an old age 
of want and penury, and to an imme- 
diate determination to adopt some ab- 
solutely sure means of safeguarding 
himself against such a calamity. The 
Government of Canada has supplied 
its people with this meang, and by 
the payment at any Postal Money Or- 
der Office of a small amount weekly, 
monthly or as may be otherwise ar- 
ranged protection against an old age 
of dependence and humiliation may 
be made with absolute certainty. For 
example, the payment of $1 a week 
by a man of 25 until he is 65 would 
give him an Annuity from the latter 
age of $268.28, payable quarterly; 
while if he continued paying until he 
was 60, his Annuity would be $397.36. 
In either case, if he died before the 
date fixed for the Annuity to begin ail 
his payments with compound interest 
at 3 per cent. would be refunded to 
his legal representatives. 

Literature descriptive of the fea- 
tures of the Annuities System, and 
tables showing the cost of Annuities 
on different plans, may be obtained 
at the Post Office or on application to 
the Superintendent of Annuities, Ot- 
tawa, to whom letters go free of post- 
age.

their preservation.

- Rain And Lightning. 


Rain and lightning are very close- 
ly associated, but not in the way most 


people suppose,” said an expert on 
electricity after a recént thunder- 
storm, The fallacious supposition 
arises from the observations made 
during thunder storms by people who 
reason wholly from what they can see, 
When the thunderhends obscure the 
sky every peal of thunder is follow- 
ed by an increased downpour of rain. 
Since lightning precedes the thunder, 
it seems reasonable to conclude that 
the rain is caused by the discharge 
of electricity. The reverse is true, 
however. When the air of the thun- 
derheads, heavily laden with moisture 
and heavily charged with electricity 
comes in contact with a cooler cur- 
rent of air, the moisture coridenses, 
becomes water, and the condensation 
freeg the electricity, The liberated 
electricity rushes along the lines of 
which is charged to a normal degree, 
or to another thunderhead which 
is charged in a lesser degree. 
The movement of the electric current, 
after condensation, is so rapid that 
the whole process is complete before 
the drops of water reach the earth. 
There is a certain amount of con- 
densation caused by the electric ex- 
plosions, but this is slight.

SUPPLEMENTARY ESTIMATES 


HANDED DOWN IN COMMONS 


Over Nineteen Miilion Dollars is Expenditure Proposed for 
the Dc minion, Totalling With Main Estimates 
$169,000,000 for Fiscal Year. 


Ottawa.—The supplementary esti- 
Mates for the fiscal year were laid 
on the table by Hon. W. T. White. 
Minister of finance, amounting in all 
to $19,610,093.80, Of this amount, 
$13,072,626.89 is chargeable to con- 
solidated fund. and $6,537,712.91 to 
Capital account. For the encourage- 
ment of agricu‘ture half a militon dol- 
lara and for the improvement of 
highways a round million are provid- 


ed. These amounts havé been care- 
fully divided amongst the several 
provinces according to population. 
The subsidy for agriculture is divid- 
ed as follows: Ontario, $175,733.22; 
Quebec, $139,482.40; _ Nove Scotia, 
$34,288.45; New Brunswick, $24,509.- 
93; Prince Edward Island, $6,529.85; 
British Columbia, $27,774.76; Manito- 
ba, $31,730.05, Saskatchewan, $34,- 
296.29; Alberta, $26,094.95, 

One million dollars for highways is 
divided as follows: Ontario, $351. 
466.64; Quebec, $278,964.80; Alberta, 
$52,189.90; British Columbia, $64,- 
669.62; Manitoba, $63,460.10; New

MILLIONS YET TO MARKET 


Saskatchewan Government is Now 
Seeking Chicago Terminal 
Facilities. 

Regina, Sask.—With between five 
and eight million bushels of tough 
wheat in the province still to be mar- 
Keted, thirty miliion bushels of dry 
wheat, and it {is estimated, twenty 
million bushels still — unthreshed. 
With the elevators at Fort William 
and Port Arthir full and an embargo 
threatened by the railways on Duluth 
which, it is reported, has capacity 
for only five millions left, the grain 
situation in Saskatchewan is more 
acute today than ever, and unless 
some relief can be found the loss 

threatens to be enormous, 


*Following a consultation between 


|the government and the officials of 


the Saskatchewan Co-operative Ble- 
vator company, it was decided to en- 
deavor to secure some measure of 
relief by means of Chicago terminals. 
With this end in view, A, F. Mantle, 
deputy minister of agriculture, repre- 
senting the Saskatchewan govern- 
ment, and C. E, Dunning manager of 
Saskatchewan Co-operative Elevator 
company, left for Winnipeg, from 
which point, after consultation with 
railway and grain officials in that 
city, they will proceed to Chicago. 
There they will enquire as to the ex- 
act avai'able vapacity and feasibilily 
of its utilization fo- Saskatchewan 
wheat, should it be possible to ob- 
tain reaonable rates from railway 
companies. 


Will Advertise Regina. 


Regina, Sask.—The recently form- 
ed real estate association is actively 
engaged in securing subscriptions for 
the fund of $16,000 to be expended on 
advertising the city of Regina.

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THE TIMBER INDUSTRY 


Dominion Government Report Shows 
We Still Import Pulpwood. 

Montreal.—A report giving an ac: 
count of the quantity and value of 
the pulpwood produced in Canada in 
1910,, compiled by H. R. Macmillan, 
B.S.A., M.F,, has been issued by the 
Dominion Government in the form of 
a bulletin.” The 61 mills reporting us- 
ed 698,487 cords of wood in the year. 
There were exported in the raw state 
943,141 cords, and for the first time 
pulpwood was imported into Canada, 
its value being $49,322. 

The country has not yet got down 
to the saving stage as yet. No s:abs 
or sawmill waste were covered by 
the report, though this is an economy 
practiced in other countries, There 
are also many useful logs left in the 
bush by lumbermen and large-sized 
branches, too, that might be utilized. 
The day for them is coming, how- 
ever, Quebec is the premier pulp- 
wood province, because of its exten- 
sive spruce and balsam fir forests, 
cheap water power, and large supply 
of labor, The 25 mills in the prov- 
ince consumed 57 per cent. of the to- 
tal in 1910, 

Spruce is the wood mostly used 
with balsam a poor second as regards 
quantity. The other woods are hem- 
lock and poplar. Jack pine has not 
been used since 1908, it having prov- 
ed unsatisfactory. 

Nearly four-iifths of the pulpwood 
manufactured in Canada is by the 
mechanical process; one-fifth is by 
the sulphite process, and the remain- 
der, about two per cent. of the whole, 
by the soda process. Quebec in 1910 
made 63. per cent, of the total me- 
chanical pulp, more than twice as 
much as Ontatio, The latter province 
produced the most sulphite pulp, with 
Quebce a close second, Quebec also 
manufactured over three-quarters of 
the pulp,made by the soda process. 

Canada’s foreign trade in pulp- 
wood and woodpulp is increasing ev- 
ery year, the tendency stiil being to 
export the wood in the raw form. 
Some of the provinces have sought 
to remedy this by restrictive regula- 


tions, the object being to have as: 


much as possible manufactured at 
home, thus giving more money and 
employment to our own people. Over 
three-quarters of the woodpulp ex- 
ported goes to the United States.

WESTERN FARMERS OO NOT 
FEAR COMPETITION 


| Witnesses Before the Senate Commit: 


tee Were of Opinion That Cana- 
dians are Capable of Competing 


"With all Comers if There is No 
Handicap, and Do Not Fear Amerl- 
; can Competition. 


* Ottawa.--The United States could 
not compete against us in the class 
of horses we are raising in the west 
today. And I wish to say that I be- 
lieve.this to be generaily true with 
everything we produce, the wheat, 
the cattle, the horses, and the men 
we Caandians are capable of compet- 
ing with all comers {if there is no 
handicap. With a fair fleld and no 
favors why should we fear Yankee 
competition? And as in our case the 
Canadian manufacturers should have 
no reason to fear the manufacturers 
of the. United States.” 

Such was the unqualified challenge 
which F. W. Green, secretary of the 
Saskatchewan Grain Growers Asso- 
ciation, flung against the protection: 
{ets and anti-reciprocity arguments 
before the senate committee while 
giving evidence on the loss or gain 
which had resulted to the west 
through the defeat of the pact. 

George Lave. the largest horse 
breeder in the wést, gave expression 
to a 'ike opinion and though himself 
in the business, advocated the free 
entry of mares into Canada from the 
other side. 

hk, J. Fream, secretary of the Unit- 
ed Farmers of Alberta, voiced siml- 
lar opinions. He himself had made 
representations to the present gov- 
ernment last November asking that 
the duty be suspended upon stockers 
coming into the country. But his re- 
quest had been refused.

HUDSON'S BAY CO. CHARTERS.

London.--The Daily Telegraph cor- 
respondent states that, while there is 
the greatest secrecy as to the pro- 
visions of the new Hudson's Bay 
Company charter it is accepted in 
well informed quarters of the capt- 
tal. .

Many Miles of Ditch. 


Calgary.—The contract for one of 
the biggest engineering feats in the 
history of the American continent 
will be let in Calgary at once. This 
ia the construction of a cement flume, 
21.2. miles long, 16 feet wide and 10 
feet deep, which will be erected on 
pillars some 16 feet above the level 
of the ground. The work will cost 
in the neighborhood of 1,000,000. The 
flume will be erected in connection 
with the C.P.R, irrigation project at 
Bassano, and will be used to carry 
water across a valley 21.2 miles wide 
at the same-level as the main irriga- 
tion ditch in order to keep the water 
flowing and fill the lesser ditches, 
At one point, 6 miles east of Brooks. 
the flume will dip under the railroad 
tracks aming up again on the other 
side. The dip wil be known as “Sy- 
phone.” The water will be forced 
under the tracks by the siphon 
method. The work practically means 
the construction of 21.2 miles of the 
main irrigation ditch 16 feet- above 
the ground, and will be one of the 
biggest engineering feats in the 
world, 


Immigrants Headed Northward. 


Entwistle, Alta.—Now that the C. 
N.R, has at lust reached Entwistle 
with its line of steel, the future of 
the town would appear to be doub!y 
assured, The advance guard of this 
year’s immigration is already in eyi- 
dence here, and it is stated unoffici- 
ally at the immigration office that 
many American farmers are now on 
their way to this district with their 
families and farming equipments. In 
addition to the greatly increased in- 
flux promiséd from the States this 
year, indications point to the largest 
migration from British ports yet 
recorded, to say nothing of the thou- 
sands who are already booked from 
other parts of Northern Europe. 


Traffic of Railways Have Decreased. 

London.—The disastrous effect of 
the coal strike on the railway of 1, 
United Kingdom is again emphasized 
in the weekly traffic returns, which 
show a decrease for last week, as 
compared with the corresponding 
week lust year of $3,450,000, making

LAND BELONGS TO CANADA 


American Scientists Will Head Expe- 
dition to Grant Island. 


Ottawa, Ont.—With the primary ob- 
ject of discovering land supposed to 
lie northwest of Grant Island, and 
within 350 miles of the North Pole, 
according to word received at. the 
geological survey here, a large ex- 
pedition will thia summer be sent 
{nto the Arctic circle by the American 
Museum of natural history and the 
American’ geoiogical society. 

Its leaders will be George Borup, 
assistant curator of geology in the 
American museum of natural history, 
and Donald 8B. MacMillan, another 
distinguished American scientist, 
hoth of whom were with Peary on 
his triumphant polar expedition. 

The proposed tour of exploration 


which has received the endorsation 
of Peary, will sat] from Sydney, N.S., 
on July 20, 1912, the party return- 
ing some time during 1914, 

An interesting feature in connec- 
tion with this American expedition 
{s that although Grant Island and the 
others tn be gone over by the scien: 
tists who will take part are legally 
the possessions of Canada, no scien- 
tific survey of most of them has ever 
heen made by the Dominion govern-
